NOTIFICATION 

Neiv Delhi, the 1st November 1905 

G.S.R. 1632.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 19 
of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (7 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby directs that every resident in the union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
who owns foreign exchange In any account, other than an account in the currency 
of Burma. Ceylon or Pakistan on the date of publication of this Notification In the 
Official Gazette, shall, before the 1st January, 1966 make a return to the Reserve 
Bank of India giving the following particulars In respect of such foreign exchange, 
i.e. — 


(a) The full name and address of the person owning such foreign exchange. 

(b) The date on which the account was opened, and 

(c) The balance in the account— 

(i) on the date of its opening 

(ii) as on the 1st July, 1965 and 

(iii) also as on any other later date before the 1st January, 1966, if available. 
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ERRATA
